Another old-time expression is "Pure as 


gold." It doesn't mean as much as most of us 
believe. Gold 100 per cent pure can he seen in 
the chemist's laboratory. 
But it is rarely used 


in such pure form 
commercially. 
In 
most 


American-made jewelry, the gold is only 50 
per cent of the metal, and the rest is alloy. 
About the purest form of gold that the average 
person ever sees is a wedding ring, nine-tenths 
gold, only a tenth alloy. 
However, it doesn't 


make much ditl'erence, as long .as we believe 
that we are "sporting'" pure gold. The value of 
gold is largely imaginary. Isn't that true of all 
other values, barring actual necessities? 


About 45 out of every 100 pounds of gold 


hoarded for money purposes in the whole world 
now is in the United States. 
American goltl

ceed four billion dollars. A considerable part 
of this huge amount is with us only temporarily.

Rer. C. R- Shaver Talks of Lin- 


coln and Principles of 


Scouting 


"TThile the Boy Scouts of America 
are celebrating this week tho thir- 
teenth anniversary of their organi- 
zation, if may he. well to recall that 
the scout idea is not altogether new. 
Indeed, V.-P, may go hack three, thou- 
sand years and more to the day that. 
Joshua and rja'.tb were sent by Moses 
to "spy out the promised land" of 
their father Abraham. 
These pio- 


neers in scouting had to display the 
same trustworthiness, loyalty, cour- 
age, obedience and reverence, which 
are also the essentials in their mod- 
ern antitype." 


Such was the introductory thought 


1n the special discourse delivered at 
First Presbyterian church on Pun- 
day morning by Reverend 
Claude 
Shaver, the 
occasion 
being com- 


memorative of both the Boy Scout 
anniversary and that of the birth of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
Continuing, 
he 


said in part: 
"At the same time that, we are 


recognizing these extremes in scout- 
ing, it is not. out of place to recall 
the similar work of that illustrious 
president and leader of these United 
States, who. like Joshua, was called 
upon to spy out new areas of liberty 
and justice for this rising republic 
during those trying days of 1S61. 
He also did pass, acceptably, the fa- 
miliar tests in being 
trustworthy, 


prepared, thrifty, loyal, industrious. 
and reverent, in all those dark and 
•uncertain days; when courage and 
justice, loyalty and reverence, had 
to be applied with tact and persist- 
ence in new and heretofore untried 
•ways. 
His Great Conrage 


"TVe may think for a moment of 


the quality of courage displayed. If 
•was not that of the bully, combining 
brute for<~e and bluff method, it was 
based upon a conviction as to jus- 
tice and risrht 
If was tempered by 


a great svmpath^ for the welfare of 
all the people. 
Col. Fred Grant, who 
visited the white houso with 
his 


eminent father. Gen. 1". S. Grant, re'' 
calls hi? boyhood impression at that 
time bv ref'errinc to Lincoln's 'sad. 
strong eyes'—adjectives which are 
not incompatible, when 
we recall 


Th'at this sadness was not. duo to 
despair, bu' to fallow feeling and 
compassion in the he:-jrt of one who 
•was a son of the cornmon people. 
"Which Fvmpathy 
disc.lnr.es an 
oft 


overlooked clement, in the strength 
of political lea.derf. 
Hence strength 


today, as well as courage, should be 
grounded in the broader, unselfish 
interests of others. 


"This leads us to th° quality of 


loyalty. wbK-h is in evidence, both 
in Joshua and T/incoln. 
They were 


men who regarded law as essential 
to liberty. 
The Int.ter's great ser- 


vice to America and the world was 
not merely in his Emancipation Pro- 
clamation which made a .few million 
colored people, free. 
It was in his
